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DETACHABLE CONCEALMENT DEVICE 
This invenlton relates to ifae interior of buiidiB^ 

conccaimeat devicfe used to conceal Items behind sections of walls, floors, or cdliiigs, the 
oonceatoeat device being detachable in order that ft can be ranoved and replaced 
accoadingtorequimneols. Tlieiirvealion particularly nslates to detachable cornices 

between ceOiogs and walls. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION

The present practice in iirteriMdedgn of buildings iisaadestlwus* of eeo^^ 
between waUfl, ceilings and floors and ebewhew. Li geaend snch caaoe^ent devices are 
finished such that to nanovethc couoealmetttdeviceyAe concealed device is damaged and 
isaeeded to be replaced, lliis ispaiticulatlythecasewhe«.lr3de^eople,handypeisonsor 
15 the general public need to locate the layout of concealed articles such as>wall studs, 

electrical wiring, plumbing joints, t^e off points etc. lbs dam^ andtq)laeeinent of the 
concealment devices can be a tirae coasunwng and relatively expensive exeicisewheiifiie 
task tobeuiKleitatenin locatogandfeplacfaigof msintwiu^ 
be rdatively simple.

In the case t«*ere the cwxceatoent device is a cornice which is used between the ceilings 
and waUs of a building, the cornice is not qwdficafly used to eoiweal wiring ot phunbing 
but tends to be a joining device for aesth^c reasons. Howwer, it is oftea ^ case thai the 
cornice has to be damage and r^laced when chamng wixinft, plumbing or Oie Wee in a wall. 
25 The difBodties in replacing a section ofihe cornice m any drcumstaace is such that exp^ 

cadespeople or handypeisons are required. It is also noted ftat if the conceahnent device 
could be easily removed andre-instafled, by flie geoaral public, that the cottceahneot 
device, such as the coiuicei can be used to cow»al maridngs whldi can be used to 

the locatiCT of waU studs, electrical wiring, plumbing joints, take oflf pants etc. Such 
30 markings would be advantageom in the raatotenanca or rq>la0ementofsuchitenjs and 

where access is required to diese concealed areas.

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OBJECT OF THE INVENTION 

It is an object of the present invention to provide an ioiproved concealment device wWcIi 
snbstantiaUy ovearcomcs or ameliorates the above moatlaiied disadvanta^. At tho very 
5 least, the iaveation provides an ali«native to presenfly known ixwKcatoaeDt devices. 

DISCXOSURE OF THE INVENTION 

Accoiding to the present inveation* there is provided a conceakafflt device to be ijsed to 
10 ccmceal a cotziexjcin between two adjacent surfeces of a buildiBg, said device including at 
least on© elongate base fixabie to one of the adjacent surfeces substantiaily adjaceat the 
comer join, and at leaat one edongate cover plate able to be attached to said elongate base 
such that the comex join is concealed. 

15 Prefeiably, to device infidndea two ba« plates fixafcle to ^ 

building respective^, the two base plates being fixaiblc substas^y^a^iacent the comer 
join, wheceby the elonsa^ cover plate is attached to bdth Of &0 iwo base pidtea. 

in another preferred fcam, the one elongate base includes an angle base with two flange 
20 elements which are fixable substantially adjacent the comer jooi. Fr«ferAly» the flange 
elements have openings therein. 

In a pr^errod form» joining sections are piovided £oft internal and ^xteaud comers and 
Ihzou^ joints.

Preferably, the base plates are fixed to the adjacent surfaces by means of screw, nails, 
adhesive and the like. 

Preferably, the cov«- plates are attached by means of clips, magnete^ complementary hook 
30 and pile patches»adhesiyes and the hke. 

Preferably, where the cover plates are attached by means of clips, the cHps are arranged 
such that the base plates include outstanding flanges io which con^lemeautaxy flanges on

resilient 

Prefisrably, flie device is used as a comicehetween the walls and ceilings.

Fifi. 1 is a sGbemstie caross-seetional view of die concedhnent device of a preferred 
embodiment showiag the device 99 fitted between a ceiling and a waH and in an exploded 
view; and 

15 Kg. 2 i$ a partial dd© view of die concealment device of Fig. 1 showing a joiner section. 

BEST MODE OF CARRYING OUT THE INVENTION 

AprefcncdmAodimrat of thoconoealm^titevice 10 of thepresent invention is 
20 Dhistiated in the drawings. 

The concealment device 1 0 is preferably shown fixed to a<SaceQt swfeces of a ceiling 1 1 
and wall 12 to cover the comer join 13 as a so called cornice device. 

25 The <tevice 1 0 Includes two Ungate base plates 14 eadk fixed to the ceiKog 1 1 and waU 1 2 
lespectivdy lelatively adjacent the comer join 13. The base plates are preferably fixed by 
means of means of screw, nails, ^esive and the like. The base plates 14 each have an 
outstanding flange 15 extending away from the wall. In this preferred embodicoent, the 
flanges 15 extending at an acute angle towards the ceiling 11 or waD 12 respectively.

The device 1 0 fTmha* includes an elongate cover plate 1 6 which is attachable to the base 
plates 14 to conceal or cover the comer join 13. The cover plate 16 in this embodiment is 
flat with a pair of inwardly feeing flanges 17 extending a^aceot the side edges. 
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the flai^gBs 17 bcaagad^Jted to interact with tiifi flanges 16^ 
on &sfaian» tho flanges 16 and 1 7 being preferably re siliCT t 

In other preferred CTibodimfints, the cover plate 16 can be attached to the base plates 14 by 
5 means of magnets, cojii|)l^entaiy hook and pile patches such as velcro® patches, 

adhedves and ihe Itkei, wbexeby the fianges 17arcorarenot reqnixed to be included on the 
cover plate 16. 

As the base plates 14 and tibe cover plates 16 ar«elonygate> and as sudi extend over relative 
10 long spansi joining sections 18 arc vsed to cover the joins, "wbether the joins are at the 
camera ofadjac«twalls 13 or between the comcis. The joinh^ sections 18 accept the 
ends of the cover plates 18 by simply pushing the ends thereta 

The cover plate 16 in the preferred cnnbodimCTt B flatp tow^^ 
15 usedWtb the fianges 16 and 17 attending such 

desired sli£^. FurGtormora, the base pla&a 14 can take the &Tm of adioining flanges with 
openhigs therein. 

Hie £»egoh]^ describes only some embodixnents of ihe present invention^ and 
20 modidcatioas obvious to those skilled m the art can be made thereto without departing 
fiom the scope of &b present invention. 

For ezan^le^ the cpncealnient device can be osed on any exterior sor&ces of &e building.
